I ' SOAP FOR KILLING BORF.KS IN TUBES. — 
i S. H. Green, of East Cambridge, has made 
! an experiment with tbis article. He has 


] in his garden a white ask tree, which was 
1 full of these worms, so fatal to our 
fruit 


I and ornamental trees. lie covered every 
place on the tree which appearo ; to be 
wounded by them- with common hard soap, 
nicely rubbed into the place where the borer 
seemed to have entered. During the rains 
of this week, the soap dissolved and pene- 
trated to the worms, which forced them out 
by scores causing their death. The best 
remedy yet discovered tor destroying those 
nuisances to gardens and orchards.

healthy start in the early part of the season. 
For first, in the list of such plants, I place 
Indian corn. 


In the winter of 1834-5,1 had my hen- 


erv so a ranged that I made an entire sav- 
ing of the droppings of about forty fowls. 
As o.ten as three or four bushels had ac- 
cumulated, I composted it in the following 
manner:—With three bushels of hen ma- 
nure. I mixed two bushels of thoroughly 
air-slacked lime, one bushel of plaster, and 
about four quarts of salt. I then threw it 
into a box, secure ".-om the weather, and let 
it lie mi'l wanted for use. In the spring, 
when removing it to the field, I found that I 
had a manure of the real guano " smell." 
When ready for planting I dropped in each 
hill a small Ir idful, taking care to cover it 
lightly with earth before depositing the seed. 
To test its value, I left two rows in the cen- 
tre of the field on which there was none 
applied. In the fall I topped the two rows 
on which I had applied no hojue-made 
guano, and two rows immediately adjoining. 
From the first two rows, I husked o 3-1 
bushels, from the two adjoining rows, 7 1-4 
bushels. From each I tnrew out two bush- 
els of corn .not.marketable, making a dif- 
ference of 2 1-1* bushels of good sound com. 
I had over one hundred rows of corn treated

ird hay, would demand that it should not 
ie condemned unheard.

I3P One of the cardinal objects which the 


people of the United States proposed to ac- 
complish in the formation of their Constitu< 
tion was to secure the blessings of liberty to 
themselves, and to their posterity. 
It 


worthy of remark that the framers of this 
fundamental law of the Union, in the very 
outset of their undertaking, assumed the 
name, title and character of flie people.— 
The men who composed the Convention 
holdcn at Philadelphia in 1787, and who 
were the creators of this memorable instru- 
ment, which is not only an object of rever- 
ence by this nation, but forms an object of 
admiration and of imitation throughout the 
civilized world even the cotempovies of the 
patriots of the revolution, of these heroic 
statesmen who on the 4th day of July 1776 
pronounced it in self evident truth that all 
men are created equal, and that they have 
been endowed by their Creator with the un- 
deniable rights oflife.liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness. 
Indeed many, if not all of 


the patriots, who at tire risk of their lives, 
put their names to the latter instrument, 
were the principal promoters in the creation 
and adoption of the former. 
The men who 


promulgated the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, considered that they were laying the 
foundation of a Nation's freedom, the cor- 
ner stone of a temple ever sacred to lihert y 
and when the department was completed, 
the same men again assembled and finished 
their great work, by forming a constitution, 
dedicating it to liberty. In the one instru- 
ment they pronounce all men free and equal, 
in the other they say, we, the people, have 
formed this Constitution to secure the bles- 
sings of liberty to ourselves and our children- 
What language can be more clear and ex- 
plicit. It would hardly become us to say 
that the men who formed our Constitution 
did not understand what they were about, 
or were unacquainted with the meaning of 
some of the plainest words in the English 
language. 
Had they considered that the 


Constitution was created only by, and for, 
the citizens, why not use the ter,.. 
If citi- 


zens only were to be protected by it, and 
enjoy the benefits it confers, surely it was as 
easy for them to say, we the citizens, as we, 
the people of the United States. 
As Bepub- 


licans then, we understand the Coustitutioi: 
to mean what it says, and as a part does 
not mean the whole, or the whole a part, 
we understand the Constitution to have been 
made by and for the people in its most com- 
prehensive sense. Any other iuterpreia- 
tion gives the lie to the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, brands the men who formed it, as 
imposters and deceivers, and holds up our 
pretended freedom to the mocking; .and 
derision of the words. 


The object and aim of the Republican 


party, we believe, is to carry out and accom- 
plish the objects and aims of those who con- 
ferred upon us the great benefits we are 
enjoying. Under the Constitution and by 
virtue of its authority we propose to carry 
jout the principles and policy of the Deckr- 
ation ef Independence, to extend the bless- 
ings guaranteed by the Constitution to every 
class of the whole people, to oppose every 
species of tyranny and oppression whenever 
it appears, in the workshop as well as on 
the plantation, in the army or the navy, in 
those who strut their brief hour in folly au. 
thority, or boldly with no authority invade 
their neighbor's rights. 
We look upon our 


Constitution as broad enough for all these 
purposes, to cover all this ground, and il 
there is nothing more obligatory than 
another upon the people who have made 
tliis Constitution for their chart ot govern- 
ment, it is to redress the wrongs and inju- 
ries of their fellow men whenever am' 
wherever they appear. 


SUGAR JiEET.—We cannot too often or 


too confidently recommend the cultivation 
of this excellent field crop. 
It is a great 


yieldcr, hardy, easily raised, and is superior, 
we think, to any vegetable growth foi 
milch cows and fattening cattle, especially 
when fed raw. 
We have grown large quan- 


tises for our own use the past seventeen 
years, and can therefore speak of it practi- 
cally and experimentally. 
One of our 


neighbors—a lady farmer—informs us that 
she made thirty pounds of butter per week 
from six cows in December, fed upon hay 
and sugar beet. 
She adds that the butler 


was fully equal to the best made in Sep- 
tember and October in ric'h pasture. 
' 


The Sugar Beet does best in moderately 


rich, loamy soils, but will grow where anv 
other root dees. 
The seed should be soak- 


ed t\vo or ibur days in tepid water previous 
to planting so as to insure its germination. 
If planted without first sodting, its shell is 
so hard it is a long time germinating.— 
Hence the ill success of many who do not 
take this into consideration. 


For field cultivation the rows should be 3 


feet apart, so as to admit of working easily 
with the cultivator among the rows. 
The 


plants when finally thinned out, should not 
stand nearer to each other than six inches 
in the row. 
It can be pulled and secured 


in the lall the same as turnips. 


The best variety is the White Silesian, 


though the French Yellow has been so 
much improved lately, we are informed it 
has become nearly as good as the latter.— 
We have never found it to keep so well. 


The beet requires about four pounds of 


seed per acre, and ean be planted very 
rapidly in drills with a seed-sower costing 
about 88.—jtyrimllurixl.

Capture of an American Slarer. 


HOUH1BLK SCENE ON HOARD. 


We Icamfrom the Kingston (Ja.) Jour- 


nal that on the Kith of April, II. It. M. brig 
came into St. Ann's Day, having in tow an 
American schooner with 373 .slaves on board, 
from Africa bound for Cuba. The name of 
the schooner is not given. Great excite- 
ment prevailed at St. Ann's in consequence 
of this affair. 
It was rumored that another 


slaver was off the coast from Africa, and a 
British steamer had started in pursuit. 


On boarding the 
schooner a horrible 


scene presented itself. The captives were 
in a most wretched condition—all of them 
on the verge of starvation ! They were 
packed very closely together, and covered 
witli vermin, and it is stated that 137 of the 
miserable captives had died on the Toyage. 


Another account says: 
The slave schooner has two decks, and 


between the captives we:e packed in such a 
manner- that they had scarcly room to 
move. During each day of the voyage they 
sat in a painful posture, eighteen inches 
only being allowed for each to turn in, and 
in a deck-room 30 fee; in length three hun- 
dred human beings were stowed away, and 
brought up in platoons once every day to 
get a small portion of fresh air. 
The 


schooner draws but six lect of water, is of 
g;.eat breadth, and Hat-bottomed and was 
thus built fo enable her, in case of pursuit, to 
run into a port where there is not much 
depth of water. 
The interpreter states that 


when slave-tradirg captains cannot escap e 
cruisers they make their way to a particular 
point of land on the Cuban eoast, run the 
vessel ashore, and leave the slaves to perish. 
The place alluded to is surrounded with 
rocks—none but flat-bottom boats can get 
in—and the whole of this portion of the 
coast is blanched with human bones. 


It was ascertained through the interpreter 


that several vessels were left on the African 
coast—that they were soon to have sailed 
with full cargoes—that upon an average 
two vessels depated weeklv, each with 500 
to 700 slaves on board—that tho trade was 
rapidly increasing, and that the slaves, on 
being landed in Cuba, weie worth from 
$500 to $700 each. 


In addition to the particulars published 


above, the Jamaica Jonrnal says : 


The number of the unfortunate children 


on board of the slaver—for few of the cap- 
tives have emerged from childhood-thrown 
overboard from the schooner in question, is 
one hundred and forty, out of five hundred, 
with which it sailed from Kabinda, on the. 
African coast. 
Of thesj, forty died between 


Cuba and St. Ann's Bay. 


The fact may be relied on, for we received 


the information direct from the slave cap- 
tain himself. The disproportion between 
the number of those who died between this 
island and Cuba, and those who fell victims to 
the eruel treatment they received between 
Africa and Cuba, shows how rapidly the de- 
stroyer was consummating his work. The 
run from Africa was made in fifty-three days, 
while the passage from Cuba to Jamaica 
could hardly have occupied a day j and yet 
we find forty dying during that one day, 
while the deaths dining the other fifty-three 
days amounting only to a hundred, showing 
at what a fearful rate the mortality had in- 
creased. 
This is not to be wondered at. 


The wonder is that the -whole five huudred, 
together with the captain and his rascally 
crew, who were crowded into such a mere 
cockle shell, were not swept off, without a 
single survivor to tell the dreadful tale, for 
it struck us os marvelous, when we arrired 
on board the vessel, how human ingenuity 
could have contrived the infernal deed of 
stowing away so many human being in so 
small a space. 
The captives were all on 


deck for the purpose of being landed on our 
arrival, and th?v were literally swarmed like 
bees in a hive. We could not stir a step with- 
out coming in contact with one or more nak- 
ed bodies. 


Judge, then, what must have been their 


sufferings, when crowded together in the 
hold of so small a vessel. 
The hundred 


and forty who succumbed during the horri- 
ble middle passage, and especially the forty 
who died in a few hours, between Cuba and 
Jamaica, attest the tale of woe, which is 
confirmed by the emaciated and wasted 
forms of their more fortunate survivors, and 
the rush and scamble which they make for 
their food, when the time of meals arrives. 
—N. 0. Helta. 


AGRICULTURE COLLEGE IN MICHIGAN.— 


The S tate of Michigan has established a 
College of Agriculture, on a farm of seven 
hundred fertile acres, near the new City of 
Lansing, where the state Capitol is located. 
Joseph It. Williams, formerly of this city, 
late Editor of the Toledo Blade, is President. 
It has an endowment of §30,000, the pro- 
ceeds of the Salt Spring lands originally 
donated to Michigan Territory by the teder- 
al Government. The Legislature has ap- 
propriated $20,000 per annum for two years 
to support the College. There are already 
accomodations for eighty students. No 
charge is now made for tuition, but each 
student is required to work three hours a 
day for which he is paid. 
This we believo 


will be the first State Agricultural College 
acturally in operation in America, but Penn- 
sylvania and our own State are preparing to 
iollow. The Michigan College was dedicat- 
ed on the 13th instant.—N. II. Mercury. 


THE FRUIT CROP.—The present spring 


may really be a '.'backward" one, and a had 
one for rheumatic people; but it is a most 
frvorable one so far as regards the prospect 
for fruit. We learn from various parts of 
] )claware, New Jersey, and Pennsylvania, 
that there is every appearance of our hav- 
ing the heaviest cropot peaches ever known. 
Of course they will be cherper than ever. In 
regard to other fruits, the prospect is as 
favorable, or nearly so. The chilly weather 
of t'ie past day or two is not likely to have 
caused any injury, and the young fruit may 
now be regarded as safe from all danger 
from frosts.—I'hitadelphia JluUelln. 


The editor of the Cincinnati Enquirer I as 


talked with a Virg inia gentleman just from 
Kansas, whither lie went with a view of in- 
quiring into the practicability of introducing 
slave labor in the cultivation of that Teiri- 
tory, who says it was the universal convic- 
tion of all intelligent Southern gentlemen 
that the country was not adapted to slave 
labor, as there was not fuel enough in Kan- 
sas to keep the negroes from freezing ; and, 
in his own language, if five hundred negroes 
were introdued into the Territory, it would 
take at least two hundred and fifty of them 
to procure wood to keep the others warm. 
Tins is the most sensible and practical idea 
yet heard on the subj cct.
